Reagan's 1986 budget calls for an 
end to guaranteed student loans to 
Students whose famuhes’ gross incomes 
are above $32,500. Students whose 
families earn over $25,000 would be 
inehgible for Peli Grants and other 
types of aid. No student, no matter 
what their financial status, could 
receive more than $4,000 in assist- 
ance for their education. The pro- 
posed cuts would drop about | 
million students from the 5 million 
who are receiving some type of aid.
